OST collectors of stamps 
start with a general col- 
lection of the whole 
world as their goal. 
Often he finds he has a 
larger contract than he cares to fill. 
He then chooses one or a small group 
of countries, finding he gets more sat- 
isfaction from knowing these few

Often, in selecting his group, he| 
may find in a short time his group | 
is complete and he must start a new | 
group or specialize on the ones he has. 
It is always the stamps we do not | 
possess that keeps the interest in our 
collections. 

While I did not complete the coun- 
try I kept when I found the whole 
world too much, I did reach the place 
where those I needed were beyond my 
purse, so to me I had reached the 
end. Either I must quit or open new 
fields. 

In looking over the field of side- 
lines of stamps of the U. S. I noted 
the possibilities of the following. 

Original Covers, Blocks, Plate 
Breaks, Errors, Shades, Precancelled 
and Plate Numbers. 

Original covers were dismissed be- 
cause of their bulk. Blocks, errors, 
plate breaks, because of the cost. 
Shades are questionable from a point 
of what makes a shade. Too much 
ink or not so much will make a dif- 
ferent shade and many things will 
change the shade long after the 
stamp is printed. Precancelled stamps 
were in more or less disgrace at the

first plate made was numbered 1, and 
never has a number been duplicated 
on the regular postal issues. To date, 
nearly 21,000 plates have been made, 
all but about 3,000 have been used. 
These unused plates can be accounted 
for under the followng heads. 


Then we have errors in design as 
in the 2c Panama-Pacific. Ten plates 
were made and stamps made and dis- 
tributed to Post Offices, then it was 
discovered that it was not Gatun 
Locks on the stamp as they were in- 
scribed. 
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I remember the Postmaster at 
Richmond, Indiana, showing them to 
me but would not sell me any as 
they were not to go on sale until 
Dec. 26th. I was dissappointed when 
I went to the P. O. on that date to 
buy a full set of this issue, the clerk 
said he had no 2 cent. I thought 
I knew better for I had seen them. 
He called the Postmaster who ex- 
plained they had all been returned to 
Washington. I often wonder what 
would have happened if some had 
been sold before the designated date. 

Four plates were laid down for 2c 
Los Angeles Olympic and as the rate 
was changed after they were made 
and before they were issued, these 
numbers will never be used. 

Experimental plates are made and 
often never used. 

There are nearly always extra or 
emergency plates made to take their 
place in the press if any of the plates 
in the press should become worn or 
develop some defect. If the issue is 
completed with the first plates put to 
press, these extra plates are never 
used. 

Changes of design or of postal rates 
nearly always leave some plates that 
are made up ready to use but never 
get to press.

edge that is cut off before issued and 
it is only on badly off centered copies 
that even a part of the number shows. 

The copper plates used during the 
war and shortly after were more or 
less an experiment, and there are 
many of these plates made that were 
unfit for use. Plates number 8674 to 
8718 a total of 44 consecutive num- 
bers were never used. This is the 
longest list of consecutive unused 
plates. There are several groups of 
10, 15 and 20 plates that were made 
but never sent to press. Seldom are 
there 10 consecutive issued numbers 
found in these copper plates. 

In commemorative issues, one thing 
the plate number collector notices is 
the number of plates made and sent 
to press long after the regular issue 
has been all sold at the regular post 
offices. These numbers are only seen 
on Philatelic Agency stock. These 
are no more than reprints or re- 
issues and I think they should be 
branded as such, for they are made 
with the express purpose of getting 
the stamp coHector’s money. 

On the Yorktown issue, I have 
never been able to find where even 
one sheet of the 50 subject plates was 
regularly issued from any postoffice. 


Not all numbers assigned were used 
to produce regular postage stamps. 

19 plates were used to print the 
stamps for the first issue of the Re- 
public of Cuba. 

6 plates were used to produce the 
10c postal savings stamps. 

7 plates were used for the postal 
savings card on which the small de- 
positor stuck the ten cent savings 
stamp. 

5 plates produced the postal savings 
official stamps. 

2 experimental plates were made 
for early Bureau Precancels. 

Bi-colored stamps require two 
plates, one for each color. Frame 
plates wear faster than those used 
to print the center or vignette. In 
large printings as the bi-colored 5c 
air mail stamp, we find 25 per cent 
more of the border plates. 

I mount all my stamps on the left 
side of the page, then as the pages 
are turned, I see each stamp in its 
proper position before the next page 
is turned. 

With the usual right side of the 
page mounting, the stamps hang 
down like ornaments on a Christmas 
tree when the page is turned, creas- 
ing or breaking the stamps unless 
great care is used. 

I have my plate number collection 
divided in groups or classes. Each 
class is mounted in numerical order. 
When all classes are mounted to- 
gether, there would often be Com- 
mems., regular postage, special de- 
liveries and booklet sheets on one 
page. 

This is the classification I have 
made. Regular postage and postage 
dues are mounted numerically in 7 
volumes. Three books are required 
for my Commems. Booklet sheets 


with number fill one book. One book 
for coil and experimental plates. In

House Group Urges Action to Aid 
Mails 








Washington, Sept. 29 (AP)—A re- 
turn to the familiar 2-cent stamp on 
first-class mail is favored by the house 
committee investigating the postal 
service. 

This group, a subcommittee of the 
house committee on postoffices, gave 
among its reasons, the reduced volume 
of first-class mail since the 3-cent 
rate went into effect as a provision 
of the billion-dollar tax bill intended 
to balance the budget. 

The committee also said, in a state- 
ment issued yesterday, that it advo- 
cated this step also because of its 
desire “to build up mails so as to 
provide more revenue and work oppor- 
tunities for the postal employes and 
substitutes who are being deprived 
of employment as a result of the de- 
creased postal business.” 

Headed by Representative Mead 
(Dem. N. Y.), the committee is in- 
quiring into the postal service. It be- 
gan with postoffice building condi- 
tions. Mead urged dispensing with 
“red tape” to expedite construction to 
give employment. 

Note: It seems to me that Mr. Geo. 
W. Linn in some editorial before the 
event of the three cent postage also 
mentioned the fact of reduced volume 
of first class mail if the 3-cent rate 
went into effect. More power ought 
to be brought to bear on this point by 
all editors in the various philatelic 
papers. Perhaps we could help!

A stamp is being issued today in 
your honor, Governor. It is 250 years 
since you first landed here and found- 
ed the great state of Pennsylvania, 
named after you, and— 

Thy pardon, lad. Thee has fallen 
into a very common error, and one 
which I am happy to correct. The 
state was named after my father, Ad- 
miral Penn. It was so stipulated in 
the charter. 

You don’t mean to tell me? Well, 
anyway, you founded the state, and 
you made treaties with the Indians 


which were lasting and enduring on | 


account of your fair treatment of the 
Indians, and the stamp is in your hon- 
or, not your father’s. 

That is true, sir, but I can take 
little credit. I was a Quaker preach- 
er. I did but follow the teachings 
of my religion. There is little more 
I can say to thee. 

Here, William, you sit down and 
fan yourself with that big hat! Ill 
handle this interview. Young man, 
the King of England owed Will’s fath- 
er much money and couldn’t pay it. 
In settlement he gave Will a grant 
of land in America about nine tenths 
the size of England. 

Will had been a student at Oxford 
for a couple of years, but had been 
kicked out because he wouldn’t attend 
the regular church services. He got 
to be a Quaker preache:, wrote 
against the evils of the established 
church and was locked up in the Tow- 
er of London for seven months. He 
spoke his mind, as I always did, and 
they were glad to ship him here. 

Most of our early settlers taught 
the Indians the beauties of the Chris- 
tian religion and then killed them off, 
so they could go see for themselves. 
Penn didn’t; he made solid friends 
of them and let them live and learn, 
and his colony grew and prospered. 

In 1684 he went back to England 
in the interests of the colony, worked 
on it until 1699 and then came back 
to Penn. intending to live and die 
there. Then he heard that Parliament 
was going to cancel his charter, and 
like the fighting Quaker he was he 
hustled back there in 1701. There he 
put up a real fight for years, but it 
was a losing one, and he died in 1718, 
an invalid and a poor man. 

But you notice that he is HERE 
with the rest of us Americans, and 
we are proud of him and what he did 
for our country. 

Thank you, Mr. Webster. That is 
fine. This is the last of these inter- 


views, and I’m mightily obliged to 
you. 

The last, lad? We are sorry to 
hear that. Why? 


Oh, I have about covered all the 
noted Americans on our stamps, and 
we thought our readers might be get- 
ting fed up on the interviews, as the 
saying is. It was a temptation to 


stray into the field of foreign celeb- 
rities, but we decided against it. Good 
day, Governor, Goodbye, Mr. Webster.

and by November 1st we will come 
close to 16,000 copies. 

Our Birthday number will be our 
next issue. It has been our custom 
to celebrate this birthday by getting 
up a special issue of our paper for the 
first issue in November of each year. 
This year we have no intention of 
making any announcement for a spe- 
cial issue for this date. We will 
probably do a few things that will 
make this November 5 issue stand out 
as distinct from other issues but in so 
far as soliciting extra advertising for 
this issue and trying to run up a 
large number of pages, we will not 
make the attempt. 

Probably our principal reason for 
this is our own situation. The growth 
of our paper has been such that we 
are very crowded in our present quar- 
ters. We are bound by a lease on 
our present quarters for another 
year. We lack room in our present 
quarters for new and larger ma- 
chinery which we need. We are 
obliged therefore to mark time for 
the coming, year. We _ wish if 
possible to hold this paper down to 
approximately 16 pages per week. 
Our facilities are taxed to the utmost 
to go much beyond this and we see 
no other.way than to travel along 
slowly for another year when we hope 
to be able to secure much larger quar- 
ters, and enlarge our plant in many 
ways. 

Capital has also been difficult to 
acquire in the past two years and we 
hope that with the improvement in 
business conditions that is apparent, 
that we will be able to acquire the 
needed capital for the enlargement 
and improvement of our plant in order 
that we may develop this paper much 
more rapidly than in the past. 

We are fully convinced that a circu- 
lation of at least 25,000 copies weekly 
can be attained. Were we prepared 
to handle this large circulation at 
present we feel confident that we 
could reach that goal within another 
two years’ time. 

As matters are with us, we are 
obliged to curtail rather than attempt 
to expand and while we hope to grow 
steadily we shall be obliged to omit 
making anything like the strenuous 
efforts of which we are capable to 
further enlarge and expand our publi- 
cation until we are able to get into 
quarters which will permit us room 
for this development. 

For the information of our friends 
and readers, we have no hesitancy in 
telling you that our publication work 
in the way of albums and special 
printed material which we sell to the 
trade, is developing right along with 
the paper and that we are very much 
pleased with the growth of this part 
of our business. 

We hope within a few years to 
stand recognized as a supply house 
for all classes of printed and manu- 
factured supplies related to the print- 
ing trade, for stamp collectors and 
dealers. 

Thus our-birthday number this year 
will be but a modest. one and we hope
